The head of the con- 
cern, Murray Hhipley, even gives up his own 
property, making a separate aansiguinent. 
Mr Samuel C latum is tlie astignee in iaith 
oases He is re.ml.ed to give a bond of »*sj.- 
OOU in the firm assignment aud one of »*s),isJO 
In Mr. Bhipley's aaaigmnent. 

Mr. Moriit Shipley was asked at to who 
the the principal creditors were. 

"There are about DM Of tbe.n and they are 
mostly in tbe east.
